Bolante arrived 
in US illegally

LOS ANGELES—A FORMER PHILIPPINES 
official who is the subject of an arrest warrant 
in his native country arrived in the United 
States from Hong Kong nearly two weeks ago 
without a valid visa, authorities said. 

Jocelyn Bolante, the country's former agri- 
culture undersecretary, was taken into cus- 
tody July 7 and is being held at che US Immi- 
gration and Customs Enforcement's process- 
ing center in San Pedro, ICE spokeswoman 
Virginia Kice said Wednesday. 

She said Bolante was given notice Wednes- 
day to appear in federal court, although a 
hearing was not immediately scheduled. No 
charges have been filed, Kice said. 

The Philippine Consulate General's office 
in Los Angeles did not imniediately respond 
toa request for comment Wednesday. 

Bolante arrived at Los Angeles International 
Airport on a flight that originated in Hong Kong, 
said Peter Gordon, the airpor’s acting port direc- 
tor for US Customs and Border Protection.

The Median Self-Rated Poverty

get needed by self-rated poor house- 
holds "to escape poverty" rose from. 
P10,000 to P15,000 in Metro Manila, 
while it remained at P5,000 in the rest 
of Luzon and at P6,000 in Mindanao. It 
declined in the Visayas from P7,000 to 
P6,000. 

The SWS survey was conducted be- 
tween June 22 to 28 using face-to-face in 
terviews of 1,200 households (300 each in 
Metro Manila, the rest of Luzon, Visayas 


THE NUMBERS HAVE GONE DOWN, 
but still some 2.4 million households have 
reported experiencing hunger at least 
once in the past three months, according 
to a recently released survey of the Social 
Weather Stations. 

The SWS' Second Quarter 2006 So- 
cial Weather Survey found that 13.9 
percent of the projected 17.4 million 
household base reported that their 
households had experienced having 
nothing to eat at least once during the 
past three months. 

‘This was down from the 16.9 percent 
level registered last March, but hunger has 
been at double-digits since the second 
quarter of 2004, The average hunger level 
since July 1998 10.9 percent. 

Hunger levels declined in Mindanao 
(from 21 percent in March to 17.3 percent 
in June), in Metro Manila (from 18.3 per- 
cent to 15 percent) and in the rest of Lu- 
zon (from 147 percent to 10 percent). 
However, it slightly rose in Visayas, where 
it reached 17.7 percent, from 16 percent 
in March.

Citing Article 36 of the Family Code, the

{psychological illness or personality disorder 
{afflicting a party even before the celebration 
fof the marriage. 

"It is a malady so grave and so perma- 
inent as to deprive one of awareness of the 
{duties and responsibilities of the matrimo- 
inial bond one is about to assume," the 
court said in denying Perez's motion for re- 
consideration.

| The high court said Perez's grounds were 
‘not rooted on some debilitating psychologi- 
ical condition but а mere refusal or unwilling-

“While petitioner's marriage with the re- 
ispondent failed and appears to be without 
‘hope of reconciliation, the remedy howev: 
ter is not always to have it declared void ab 
jinitio on the ground of psychological inca- 
‘pacity. An unsatisfactory marriage, howev- 
jer, is not a null and void marriage,” the 
icourt said. 

In 2001, the Pasig regional trial.court de- 
ied Perez's petition for the declaration of 
nullity of her marriage. It noted, among other 

ithings, that suffering from epilepsy did not 
{amount to psychological incapacity under the 
{Family Code. 

The lower court also said Perez was not 
jable to present evidence to show that Ferraris 
{was mentally or physically ill.

THE PROFESSIONAL REGULATORY COMMIS- 
sion (PRC) said yesterday it had filed administra- 
tive charges against two members of the Board 
of Nursing who contributed questions es А 
nursing board exams on the suspicion that these .

PRC Chair Leonor Rosero also told the Ingum- 
вк yesterday that the 17,000 nursing graduates 
who passed the board exams given in June could 
still lose their licenses later if it were found that 
there had been a "leakage" of exam questions. 
"The moré than 17,000 nurses who passed 
the recent board exam may take their oath on 
‘Aug. 22. But if the National Bureau of Investiga- 
tion finds evidence of a leakage on the examin- 
ers’ part, their (nursing graduates) licenses could 
still be revoked or suspended,” Rosero said. 
Rosero yesterday confirmed administrative 
charges had been filed against Board of Nurs- 
ing members Anesia Dionisio and Virginia 
Madeja “for neglect of duty that gave rise to 
the leakage of test questions.” 
If found guilty, Rosero sald the two could 
lose their registration certificates and profes- 
sional licenses. 


Presidential appointees 

Both were told to go on leave until the in- 
vestigation was completed. The PRC does not 
have the authority to suspend or remove them 
from office since the two are presidential ap- 
pointees, but the questions they contributed 
to the PRC's Test Questions Data Bank for 
nursing were deleted. 

The PRC has also asked the NBI and the De- 
partment of Justice to investigate the matter 
and determine the criminal liabilities of any 
party. 

The filing of administrative charges against 
Dionisio and Madeja was based on the report. 
of an independent fact-finding committee 
formed by Rosero on June 28. 

"The committee did not establish how it (leak- 
age) got to the examinees. That is why we gave it 
to the NBI. We would like to clarify that the leak- 
age did not come from the PRC but outside it. It 
was beyond our control," Rosero said. 

The PRC excluded about 20 questions pre- 
pared by Madeja for Test HI (Nursing Practice Ш) 
from the computation of the results. It also nulli- 
fied the results of Test V (Nursing Practice V) af- 
ter some examinees “may have benefited from 
the handwritten notes leaked from the test ques- 
tions" prepared by Dionisio. 

Rosero said the PRC decided not to nullify И: 0 
the entire exam—given on June 11 and 1 5 
12—because the questions from Madeja and INSIOG. Tu | y oade 
Dionisio that were allegedly leaked did not af- 
fect the overall result of the exam. She said 
the integrity of the exam was intact. 

Each of the five Board of Nursing examiners is 
assigned to submit 100 questions fora particular 
area of the exam. Of the 500 questions submit- 
ted, 100 are randomly picked to constitute the 
exam. The questions are then stored in a data 
bank for possible use in future exams. 

"In the case of Test Ш, the remaining (80) 
questions were good enough to measure the stu- 
dents’ knowledge of the subject. In the case of 
Test V the result would not have affected the 
grades of the examinees,” Rosero said.

injunction 
vs Lafayette 


SEEKING TO STOP MINING ACTIVITY IN. 
the town of Rapu-Rapu, Albay, environ- 
ment groups, concerned artists and televi 
sion personalities joined the island's resi- 
dents yesterday and sought an injunction 
case against mining firm Lafayette Philip- 
pines Inc. (LPI) and Environment Secre- 
tary Angelo Reyes. 

Members of Kalikasan People's Network 
for the Environment, fisherfolk group Pa- 
malakaya, personalities — Chin-Chin 
Gutierrez and Miriam Quiambao and resi- 
dents of Rapu-Rapu filed the civil suit yes- 
terday morning at the Makati Regional 
Trial Court to seek the halt of the 30-day 
test run of Lafayette's polymetallic pro- 
ject. 

“We learned that recently that there was 
a new spill besides the two spills last year. 
So what we are saying is the permit for an- 
other test run should have no effect any- 
more because it shows that their promises 
could not be fulfilled," said lawyer Howard 
Calleja. 

“Now they promised to be safe, but 
there's a third minespill, so what are we 
waiting for? Are we waiting for a disaster 
to happen?” Calleja continued, referring to 
a reported spillage at the onset of the test 
run last week.

Let the country be my 
judge, says Bishop Tobias 


“think somehow, we were able to ease the 
situation,” the prelate said, noting that it had 
always been the Church's goal to resolve con- 
flicts through dialogue and never with the 
force of arms. 

“I gave them a listening,” Tobias said, adding 
that the soldiers complained mostly about their 
commander in chief, President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo. “They were just stating facts.” 

On July 14, San Juan renounced his inks with 
the rebellious Magdalo group, which, according. 
to military authorities, was involved in a Right; 
Left plot to overthrow the Arroyo administration.

Tobias said he didn't feel betrayed by Sari 
Juan's action, even if he opened the doors of 
his residence to the embattled soldier for 
three to five days on at least three occasions. 


Soldier's ideals 

Asked what he would tell San Juan in case 
they meet again, Tobias replied: “I under- 
stand your change. But I hope it is a tempo: 
rary change and that you'll go back to your 
old ideals as a soldier.” 

‘Tobias said he had no regrets helping San 
Juan even if it seemed that the soldier had 
turned against him. 

“Аз pastors, we believe as a dogma of the 
Christian faith, that (those) who seek sanctu- 
ary from perceived persecution must be given. 
it without question,” he said in a statement. 
“Our role is to enlighten and assist in the qui- 
eting and eventual redemption of peoples.” 

The bishop said he had kept quiet about the 
help he had extended to the soldiers, citing 
the requirements of his priestly vocation. 

Except for some members of his group, the 
Kilusang Makabansang Ekonomiya, по 
‘one—not even his family or superiors in the 
Catholic Church—knew about the sanctuary 
he had provided, Tobias said. 

"It's better that they (soldiers) betray me 
than I betray them,” he said. 

Tobias problem seemed to extend beyond 
the refuge he had given to the rebel soldiers. 

Two former “jueteng” wimesses earlier 
aimed that he and five other Church lead- 
ers—Archbishops Angel Lagdameo and Oscar 
Cruz, and Bishops Julio Xavier Labayen, Teodoro. 
Bacani and Deogracias Ifiguez—were involved 
ina plot to overthrow the Arroyo administration. 


Gov't scapegoat? 

Like Lagdameo, president of the Catholic 
Bishops Conference of the Philippines, Tobias 
asked that the allegation be proven. 

*Youfuist always have some scapegoat, 
right?" he said, alluding to the government. 
“But if you use your reason, that allegation 
must be proven, not just stated.” 

Pimentel said the Church's historical tradi- 
tion of providing sanctuary to those who are 
being persecuted or oppressed “distinguishes 
the bishops from ordinary citizens." 

He said Tobias’ act had “some parallelisms” 
with the act of Archbishop Roger Cardinal 
Mahoney of Los Angeles, California, in giving 
sanctuary to illegal Hispanic immigrants who 
were being hunted down by US immigration 
authorities for deportation. 

(However), it will be an entirely different 
matter if a bishop or priest is actively involved 
in the plot to overthrow the government,” Pi: 
mentel said. 

He said it was the duty of law enforcers to 
track down and arrest fugitives from the law. 

“But if they fail to find the fugitives, that is 
not the fault of the bishop who gave them 
sanctuary,” Pimentel said. 


Due process 

While it is the task of the Department of 
Justice to investigate Tobias, it should "ob- 
serve due process” for all the accused in the 
foiled Feb. 24 coup plot, several congressmen 
said yesterday. 

“Raul Gonzalez must show there is enough 
evidence to warrant the filing of any charges,” 
said Rep. Exequiel Javier of Antique. 

Rep. Marcelino Libanan of Eastern Samar 
aired the same warning but also urged Catholic 
bishops not to tolerate colleagues who had tak- 
en sides in the lingering political crisis. 

Javier, vice chair of the House committee 
on constitutional amendments, said the "state 
was duty-bound to punish” those involved in 
the coup plot and puta stop to military adven- 
turism and illegal attempts to grab power. 

But in ensuring the stability of the state and 
to “safeguard Philippine democracy now and 
in the future,” the executive department 
should not be accused of having summarily 
‘clamped down on its critics, he said. 


Get evidence first. 

“That's why the DOJ has to gather enough 
evidence against the suspects before filing 
charges against them. We also want to assure 
the public that the House (of Representatives) 
will help ensure that the rights of any accused 
will be respected," said Javier. d

Senate Minority Leader Aquilino Pimentel Jr. 
yesterday said he doubted that the bishop could 
be charged criminally since the soldiers were 
still presumed innocent with the rebellion 
charge against them still pending in court.

"Even if Bishop Tobias gave temporary 
refuge ... , he committed no crime.

“Sanctuary is sacrosanct—it is beyond the 
Jaws of man,” Tobias said. “We do not give (sol- 
diers) aid and comfort to break man's law. We 
give them sanctuary to give them the respect 
they are due as children of God and the moral 
bearings to guide them in their actions.” 

"If, in (the government's view), I did some- 
thing punishable by law, l'm willing to answer 
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affairs with the bishops. 

“If the government pushes too hard, they 
could end up with a modern Gomburza in 
their hands and sink deeper into the quick 
sand. On the other hand, if government 
doesn't act, Malacafiang would be perceived 
to have blinked in the eyeball-to-eyeball coni- 
frontation. The government would then re; 
main stuck in the quicksand,” said Golez. 
With reports from Philip C. Tubeza, Michael 
Lim Ubac and PDI Research 
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Besides, Abalos continued, Mega Pacific has 
fulfilled its part of the bargain. It has delivered 
all the machines contracted for and they're all 
in good order.

It has not violated any 
terms of the contract. It has invested so much 
money in the machines. As far as it is con- 
cerned, it has not done anything wrong. 

Can the machines be used in next year’s 
election? 

Yes, they are in good working condition, 
kept in air-conditioned rooms. 

How this controversy will turn out will be 
interesting to watch. Can our legal experts un- 
tangle the contradictions in their interpreta- 
tions of the law to make them logical and en- 
forceable?

It just said in its 
complaint that it 'culled the facts from the 
Supreme Court decision.’ What facts? The 
Supreme Court had no facts." 

The Court said Mega Pacific is an “11-day- 
old" corporation that bagged a billion-peso 
contract, said. 

True, but that information came from Mega 
Pacific itself. It was not keeping ita secret, Aba- 
los replied, because it was just the company 
that packaged the whole thing from among 
several other companies with long, reputable 
track records in the industry. Mega Pacific was 
only the umbrella of the group. 

The Court said the rating of the machine 
was downgraded from 9.999 to 9.995 percent, 
Isaid. 

"Yes, but that difference means, in real 
terms, only one error in every 20,000 ballots," 
said Abalos. That would hardly make a differ- 
ence in the results. Many municipalities have 
less than 20,000 voters. Besides, the Depart- 
ment of Science and Technology had certified 
the machines’ efficiency. 

But the most dangerous part of the Supreme 
Court order, Abalos added, is including mere 
shareholders of Mega Pacific among the per- 
sons to be charged.

IT IS NOT TRUE THAT THE LAW IS IMMU- 
table and that justice is for all. Like soft clay in 
the hands of a sculptor, the law is what the in- 
terpreter of the law wants to make of it. The 
law is not what its maker intended it to be; itis 
what a judge or a court says itis. And members. 
of courts, including the highest court of the 
land, sometimes have different interpretations 
of the same law. No wonder it is so difficult to 
get justice in our courts of law. Lawyers, who 
spend their lifetime studying the law, cannot 
agree on what laws mean. Now if legal experts 
can’t agree on the meaning of a particular law, 
how can we expect the ordinary citizen to un- 
derstand and obey it? 

‘The above. comes to mind because of the 
controversy over the Commission on Elections 
and its contract with the Mega Pacific consor- 
tium. The Supreme Court has ordered the Om- 
budsman to file charges against Comelec offi- 
Чаһ and stockholders of Mega Pacific, and set 
a deadline for it. The Ombudsman, in order to 
beat the deadline, hastily filed charges against 
Commissioner Resurreccion Borra and the 
members of the bids and award committee 
(BAC). Then it called for a hearing, but the 
election commissioners refused to attend. 
‘They are not under the jurisdiction of the Om- 
budsman, they said. 

The Constitution is clear: The Comelec is a 
constitutional body and its members can be re- 
moved only by impeachment. Therefore, it 
cannot be under the jurisdiction of the Om- 
budsman. 

‘What about criminal liability? They become 
liable after they are impeached, according to 
Comelec Chair Benjamin Abalos, who was a 
panelist at the Kapihan sa Manila (Hotel) last 
Monday. 

"We are not snubbing the Ombudsman,” 
Abalos said. "We just want to obey the law. The 
place to go is the House of Representatives, to 
impeach us, not the Ombudsman.” 

But it was the Supreme Court that had or- 
dered the Ombudsman to file the charges, I 
said. 

“I think the Court erred," replied Abalos, а 
former judge. “The Court made a decision

Legally, the nursing board announcement 
may have (perhaps on purpose) “vested” certain 
rights in every person on the list of passers, un- 
less the board had expressly made reservations 
when they issued that list. Either way, the board's 
undue haste raises even more questions. 

We are wasting away a golden opportunity 
by allowing nursing education to succumb to 
the enticements of the market, when in fact the 
market can be harnessed to benefit nursing ed- 
uation. 

Who could have imagined the blossoming of 
private universities fueled by OFW money? The 
Filipino family, long smitten by fancy diplomas, 
all ofa sudden has disposable income. And guess 
where he chooses to spend it first? The most no- 
ble, most natural path is the road to a school for 
his children, and he thus invests in a dream that 
will outlive him. We must make the most of this 
sudden surge in enrollment. 

But nursing schools are even more uniquely 
situated. Like the rest of the colleges, they have 
applicants knocking at their gates. But even 
better, they have interested employers visiting 
the dean's office. 

The papers have lamented the loose accredi- 
tation of nursing schools and the Commission 
on Higher Education's feeble enforcement of 
academic standards to accommodate powerful 
lobbies. The nursing board leakage is just the 
latest scandal that undermines public trust in 
the nurses produced by Philippine schools, The 
Filipino public may be forgiving and cheap, but 
the foreign public is exacting and demanding. 
‘The nursing school bonanza thrives because of 
the foreign public. To lose its trust just so short- 
sighted entrepreneurs can make a killing is to 
kill the goose that lays the golden egg. 
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"teacher" doesn't know if the paper he is check- 
ing belongs to the daughter of Dofia Buding or 
the son of Buding’s labandera. They stand on 
equal footing before the grades, and to be 
treated equally is, again, believe it or not, a rar- 
ity in Pinoy life. Everywhere else, he is judged 
by his clothes, his titles, his pedigree, his ac- 
cent. Before the government boards, he com- 
petes solely on his own talent and strength. 
Board and bar exams therefore embody the 
meritocratic ideal, the pride in besting others 
їп a fair and equal contest, the democratic ro- 
‘mance about the level playing field. 

‘That is why the scandal in the nursing board 
exams riles us so. Whoever leaked out those 
handwritten notes shortchanged all those hon- 
est students who took the exam on their own. 
Yet, unless the actual culprits and individual 
cheaters are found, the only proper course of 
action is to set aside the results of the tainted ex- 
amination altogether. Its integrity has been 
breached, its results are not reliable. To compel 
the honest to re-take an exam they have already 
passed—that makes them the innocent victims 
of other peoples’ greed and cunning. That is 
sad, but that is a legitimate price to exact. To al- 
low the cheaters to be board-certified and to 
profit from their crime—that leaves the public 
unprotected from the incompetent and rewards 
the dishonest with honors undeserved. 

The nursing board's decision to release the 
results prematurely, while the investigation is 
on-going, is a vintage move to silence the crit- 
ics. Politically, it creates а solid constituen- 
cy—all those who passed—who will lobby that 
exam results be maintained. (1 doubt if those 


IT IS NOTHING NEW FOR US TO HEAR about 
another scandal, another leakage, in a govern- 
ment licensing examination. There are persis- 
tent causes for the obsession to pass—if not 
"top"—exams by the proverbial hook or crook. 
What is new is the setting: the OFW-funded 
surge in enrollment in higher education, and 
the overseas placement-driven demand for 
new, board-certified graduates. It is this setting 
that makes board exam safeguards even more 
urgent, and the place of good university-level 
schools even more strategic. 

The eternal, ever-present reasons are in a 
way so typically, wonderfully Pinoy. We all love 
diplomas. We hang them on walls, together 
with, for the older folk, framed graduation 
photos in cap and gown. Next, we love those 
board exams. Abroad, people see them as li- 
censing exams that attest merely that the can- 
didate has the minimum competence, nothing 
less, but also nothing more. Hereabouts, ме 
think they prove that the candidate is а genius 
(step aside, Einstein), all of a sudden licensed 
to talkin strange technical jargon meant to im- 
press rather than enlighten. 

On the loftier, more romantic side, for the 
Pinoy Everyman, degrees and board exams are 
the dramatic escape from one’s assigned place 
in life; they are his entrée into the finer classes. 
Believe it or not, the feudal attitude that each 
ofusis born into a fixed station and immutable 
status—something that most of the world be- 
gan to chuck after the French Revolution—still 
lingers deep in the chest of the Pinoy. 

‘Commencement day and the oath-taking are 
tangible moments bf release from that ordained 
pecking order. By token of parchment paper and 
Ceremony one's social and market worth is sud- 
denly upgraded and, we proudly sermon the 
kids, that is an achievement that no one can 
take away from you (by which we imply that ev- 
erything else that came before was given by oth- 
ers who, therefore, can also take them back). 

Board and bar exams are even more special. 
They are "blind-graded" exams, where the 
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HE AMERICAN NEWS MEDIA, MAINLY THROUGH 
| an Associated Press report, have picked up the Joce- 
lyn Bolante story. Details are sparse, indicating how 
much remains to be known about what exactly is going 
on in Los Angeles. The reports take note of the arrest war- 
rant issued by the Philippine Senate, but hold back from 
suggesting that the warrant triggered Bolante's deten- 
tion. American officials simply state 
that Bolante arrived in Los Angeles 
EnrroriaL from Hong Kong without a valid US 
visa, his visitor’s visa having been “revoked by the US De- 
partment of State.” Upon his arrival, Bolante was taken 
into federal custody. That was on July 7. Since then, he 
has been detained at the US Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement Processing Center in San Pedro, California. 

Yesterday, Bolante was summoned to appear before a 
federal court, although no hearing was scheduled. He al- 
so hasn't been formally charged with anything. And that's 
as far as American official and press commentary go. 

Efforts by Philippine media to check court and other 
records (which would be of a public nature) to see if 
Bolante has been charged with anything have turned up 
по results. Politicians on both sides of the partisan divide 
have been falling over themselves trying to make quote- 
worthy comments. Absent any further announcement 
from US authorities, whether in their embassy in Manila, 
in Los Angeles or Washington, D.C., the whole affair con- 
tinues to be shrouded in mystery. And anything anyone 
says must be considered speculation. 

Quite clearly, the country is wondering why the State 
Department canceled Bolante's visa—and in a manner 
that might even suggest it was done in mid-flight, since а 
prior cancellation should have been caught at the Hong 
Kong airport when he boarded his flight. Among other 
things, tens of thousands of Filipinos holding US visas 
have to be wondering whether the cancellation was done 
on a whim, as a means of entrapment, or if Bolante had 
been informed his visa was void. 

And what on earth Bolante’s in trouble for with the 
‘Americans is on everyone’s mind. As is what he will do, 
now that he’s a guest in a federal detention center. All we 
know are rumors the he is seeking political asylum. 

Our government, however, has kept remarkably mum 
on Bolante's woes. And when it hasn't been strangely 
silent, its statements have boggled belief. An American 
official said that the Philippine Consulate in Los Angeles 
was informed by fax and a phone call that Bolante was in 
American custody. Our government didn’t inform the 
public of Bolante’s detention until July 12, or five days af- 
ter he was detained. In Manila, the Department of For- 
eign Affairs said that was because they only learned about 
iton July 10. Which leads to two questions: If this is true, 
why did the Philippine Consulate take three days to tell 
Manila? And then why did it take the DFA in Manila an- 
other two days to tell the country? 

DFA spokesman, Gilbert Asuque, rather lamely rea- 
soned that Bolante’s detention took place on a Friday 
(Saturday in Manila), and that there’s no work on week- 
ends. Asuque’s statement is what Winston Churchill 
would have called a “terminological inexactitude” and 
what everyone else calls a lie. In every Philippine mis- 
sion—as well as the DFA in Manila—there is always 
someone on duty, at all hours of the day, every day, pre- 
cisely to receive and, if necessary, transmit information. 
And the Americans have said the information about 
Bolante’s detention was indeed transmitted by them to 
our consulate. 

So much for a culture of efficiency and service in our 
diplomatic missions, Either the Bolante experience is typ- 
ical of what any Filipino suddenly detained by a foreign 
government can expect from our bumbling foreign ser- 
vice, or the DFA has been deliberately dragging its feet 
and had officials spout untruths to buy either Bolante or 
other people interested in his case time. 

This looks very much like a cover-up, the same kind of 
bureaucratic beating-around-the-bush the country got 
when former Election Commissioner Virgilio Garcillano 
vanished off the face of the earth. 

The Philippine government definitely knows some- 
thing about why the former agriculture undersecretary is 
in US custody. Its slowness and unwillingness to share in- 
formation suggest it doesn’t like what it knows. And the 
public doesn’t like not knowing whatever it is our govern- 
ment knows. Our foreign service is a joke.

Why not abolish Sona? 


aware of the Garci tapes and all the accusations 
made against Ms Arroyo in the impeachment 
complaints and the way her allies in the House of 
Representatives killed the complaint. All this will 
be in their minds when they vote. 

The results, if honest, would not wipe out the 
doubts cast by the tapes, but a fresh vote of confi- 
dence will make clear a few things, especially the 
real public opinion on Ms Arroyo's low approval 
ratings in the opinion polls. 

My proposal is straight-forward and unclut- 
tered. Simply stated, let's go ahead with the 2007 
mid-term elections, undisguised, without entan- 
gling them in schemes involving constitutional 
Change. Ifthe results are honest, then let's talk of 
other things such as legitimacy, economic plans 
and reforms, impeachment, constitutional 
change, etc. First things first, and one issue at a 
time. Filipinos understand this. 

The bishops, in two pastoral statements in July 
2005 and July 2006, got their priorities right 
when they stressed electoral reforms in the Com- 
mission on Elections and the sweeping revamp of 
the Comelec. Honest elections are the strongest 
foundation of political legitimacy. Senate Minori- 
ty Leader Aquilino Pimentel Jt. and Christian 
Monsod have argued for the 2007 elections as a 
route to bypass the issue of the Garcillano tapes. 

For elections to serve their fundamental func- 
tion in our democracy, certain preconditions 
must be met. First, all the election commissioners 
have to go, including its chair. This is essential to 
establish confidence in and the legitimacy of the 
Comelec and the electoral system. Second, the 
administration should never tamper with or in- 
terfere in any way (such as it did in 2004 in the 
tapes case) in the 2007 elections. Without these 
reforms, the 2007 elections are doomed to fail. 
Another election failure will mean the collapse of 
electoral democracy in this country. 

My proposal is modest, unambitious and 
achievable. If we can't have honest elections next. 
year, let's forget about democracy. Everything 
else becomes irrelevant. 
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come forward with a new menu beyond last 
nights left-overs or fresh proposals that would 
electrify the nation. This tempts me to propose 
that in order to ward off wide public cynicism 
over the dysfunction of the political system and 
avoid raising false expectations, the President 
should do away with the Sona. 

Certainly, we need a roadmap of our destina- 
tion for the next year or the next three years. The 
Sona is supposed to provide that map and kilome- 
ter posts. But the roadmaps set out by previous 
Sonas have led to dead ends. 

‘There are unmistakable signposts ahead. Next 
‘year, as clear as the sun will rise and set, there will 
be mid-term elections. Traditionally, under our 
American-style presidential system, that election 
is the best opportunity for the citizens to express 
their vote of confidence in a government they 
elected, regardless of whether or not it cheated in 
the 2004 elections. They will express their man- 
date on the representatives they will elect to 
Congress. In 2007, we shall know whether the 
Lakas coalition will hold its majority in the House 
and whether the balance of power will change in 
the Senate. With the results, we would know 
whether a change of balance in Congress would 
allow an impeachment case to prosper. 

Twill not encourage anyone to expect that ће 
2007 elections would either close the legitimacy 
issue over the tapes or lead us to the truth of 
whether Ms Arroyo cheated in 2004. That's too 
much to expect. All that the elections can do is 
give the sovereign people their due to express 
their vote of confidence in the government. 

When the people vote, they will not be un- 
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BY MONDAY, WHEN PRESIDENT MACAPAGAL- 
Arroyo delivers her State of the Nation Address, 
she would be entering the second half of her 
elected term. The first half has been paralyzed 
and petrified by the political crisis over her gov- 
ernment’s legitimacy. During that period, all the 
approaches that were tried to break the impasse 
failed. The standoff has left the nation demoral- 
ized and weary. 

As the country stands on the crossroads of a 
governments mid-term, there is keen anticipa- 
tion of what fresh initiatives the administration 
and the opposition can offer as an exit from the 
impasse. Have they all run out of ideas beyond 
the sterile formulations and approaches of the 
past three years? 

In last years Sona, the President proposed consti- 
tutional change as the formula to break the impasse 
as well as for national renewal. That centerpiece of 
the 2005 initiative didn't catch fire. Surely, she can’t 
offer stale fish again. Doing so would reflect noton- 
ly the state of the nation but more so the state of 
bankruptcy of the Presidents mind which, ideally 
ought to be the fountainhead of innovations, 

The legitimacy crisis that broke out over the infa- 

jus Garcillano tapes in June 2005 has left every 

izen, and every sector of political life of the na- 
tion—including the opposition, the political parties, 
themilitary the Catholic Church, the NGOs and civ- 
il society—with addled minds. Within a year, all 
possible tricks to bring about leadership change 
available in the political system were tried, ranging 
from incessant military coup plots, Cabinet resigna- 
tions, street protests demanding the President's res- 
ignation, impeachment, people's initiative for con- 
stitutional change to bishops’ pastoral letters. Noth- 
ing had been left untried, except revolution. But Fil- 
ipinos don't like that; its too bloody and messy 
What our people want is change without pain much 
less blood. That's why they are enamored of people 
power, circa 1986 and 2001. 

That's why, I don’t have high expectations that 
оп Monday, either the administration, the opposi- 
tion or the activist sectors of civil society will

nally be sent home. The Philippine government, 
however, for lack of funds, has resorted to send- 
ing outa flurry of letters to different governments 
begging them to give Filipinos free rides on trans- 
ports out of Lebanon. 

‘The “lack of funds" excuse is puzzling, since the 
Overseas Workers Welfare Administration (OWWA) 
boasts of billions in contingency funds drawn from 
the wages of overseas workers themselves. Why 
can't this money be used to airlift or move out the 
Filipinos in Lebanon? And why can't the national 
government release funds from the national trea- 
Sury if need be, to protect Filipino lives? 

The government's actions so far—calling on 

Filipinos to gather at a Catholic parish in Beirut 
and dispatching Ambassador Roy Cimatu to orga- 
nize the evacuation effort—seem puny and em- 
barrassing compared to how other governments 
have scrambled to get their people out of harm's 
way. Indeed, it seems that in the wake of a major 
international crisis, the best our officials can do is 
wring their hands and appeal for help from other 
countries. 
EVEN more pathetic is the foreign policy decla- 
ration made by Executive Secretary Eduardo 
Ermita in the face of the hostilities in Lebanon. 
"I don't think we should ever be involved,” Er- 
mita is quoted as saying. But like it or not, we 
are involved precisely because Filipinos find 
themselves caught in it. 

Given the number of Filipinos working 
abroad, and the reach of their diaspora to practi- 
cally every corner of the world, we need to forge 
a foreign policy that would, first of all, promote 
the national interest, and second, protect Fil- 
ipino lives wherever conflict or tension arises. 

We cannot just say “we're not getting in- 
volved” when so many Filipino lives are at risk. 
And we cannot keep scrambling for stop-gap 
solutions each time violence erupts. Given the 
number of years we've been exporting work- 
ers, and the billions these workers have been 
sending home, we owe it to them to have con- 
tingency plans in place, with resources at the 
ready and deployed with every crisis. 
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"Munich" is based on the memoirs of an Is- 
raeli agent who was assigned in 1972 to go af- 
ter the people believed to be behind the mas- 
sacreof 11 Israeli athletes and officials partici- 
pating in the Munich Olympics. With his team, 
"Avner" cris-crosses Europe hunting down the 
men named in a list provided by Israeli intelli- 
gence. But as the assassinations proceed, Av- 
ner begins to doubt not just the linkages be- 
tween the men on the list and the terrorists, 
but also the wisdom of the policy behind his 
assignment. As they go after the PLO leaders 
and their allies, Israel's enemies scale up their 
‘own responses, embarking on plane hijack- 
ings, airport bombings and their own assassi- 
nations. A tooth for a tooth, indeed. 

‘Avner gradually realizes that he and his 
team have turned into the very same people 
they were assigned to hunt down. And as he 
attempts to leave the secret service and join 
his family in civilian life, Avner finds that not 
even his own government will grant him leave 
to live in peace. 

“There is no peace at the end of this,” some- 
one says toward the movie's end. It might well 
bea comment on the current conflict between 
Israel and Lebanon. 

FOR Filipinos, interest in the “Middle East situa- 

tion” centers mainly on the fate of the thousands

Other governments have marshaled buses, 
planes and ships to move their nationals out of

IMAGINE IF AFTER THE ABU SAYYAF INVADED 
a diving resort in Malaysia and kidnapped a num- 
ber of tourists and Malaysian resort employees, 
the Malaysian government decided to retaliate by 
bombing Metro Manila and killing hundreds of 
civilian: 

This, in essence, is what the Israeli government 
has done in the wake of the kidnapping of two Is- 
Tali soldiers at the Israel-Lebanon border 
‘Though Hezbollah, a guerrilla group, has accept- 
ей responsibility for the kidnapping, saying they 
had carried it out to bargain for the release of 
Palestinians and Lebanese in Israeli jails, Israel 
decided to retaliate against all Lebanese, destabi- 
lizing the fragile peace in the country and the 
central government. Bombs have landed not just 
on suspected Hezbollah lairs but even in the capi- 
tal Beirut, killing 300 Lebanese civilians, one- 
third of them children. 

Lebanon, said a BBC reporter, is being “torn to 
shreds," with the humanitarian situation, accord- 
ing to the UN, "worsening by the hour." 

Israeli authorities are unapologetic about the 
scale and targets of their retaliation. A 
spokesman even justified the bombing of civilian 
infrastructure in Lebanon as his government's at- 
tempt to hobble the Hezbollah's ability to move 
across the country. This struck me as odd, since 
the guerrillas are mostly concentrated in south- 
ern Lebanon anyway, and the bombing of Beirut 
is largely pointless, except perhaps to score pro- 
paganda points. "О 
THE RAPID and disproportional escalation of 
the conflict brought to mind the movie "Mu- 
nich,” released last year and produced and di- 
rected by Steven Spielberg, which sent a 
strong message precisely on fhe Israeli poli 
of “swift and full retribution” for every atta 
and provocation. In many ways, as its Arab 
neighbors have been saying, Israel has been a 
destabilizing presence in the Middle East, but 
its policy of wreaking vengeance for every inci- 
dent it deems a threat to its security scales 
the possibilities for conflict and a never-end- 
ing cycle of retribution. 


Table manners in Asean countries 


were a means to get food to the mouth and 
should not be placed directly inside the mouth as 
we would a spoon and a fork. 

The other rules, more or less, were similar to 
ours: "One should not have a big mouthful of 
food and should not chew with the mouth open. 
It is certainly not courteous to chew, drink, or 
swallow with much noise... It is not proper to spit 
bits of unwanted food onto the floor, and itis con- 
sidered poor manners to pick one's teeth during a 
meal.” 

Indian table manners in Singapore followed, 
and since this was something I knew very litle 
about, it was the most interesting for me, espe- 
cially the use of the righthand exclusively for eat- 
ing kamayan-style: 

“irrespective of any physical problem (for in- 
stance, having hurt ones fingers), all Indians are 
expected to partake of food only with the right 
hand. The use of the left hand is abhorred to the 
‘extent that even in a relaxed non-Indian environ- 
ment, very few Indians would unconsciously use 
the left hand to touch food. Children are continu- 
ously reprimanded for not using the right hand. 
While using the right hand, the spread of food 
contact is not expected to reach beyond the fin- 
gers or three-quarters ofthe palm. The use of the 
back of the palm would receive admonitions from 
parents and elders... After eating, it is the cus- 
tomary practice to wash one's hands and mouth. 
It is also normal to gargle one's mouth quietly 
with water” (My only question is: Do they do this 
at table and if they do, is it expelled? My grandía- 
ther used to gargle after meals and it made my 
stomach turn when he swallowed after gargling. 
Sayang daw.) 

Learning about different forms of courtesy 
gives us perspective and understanding. Then we 
would have no incident in Canada about a Pinoy 
eating with a spoon.

Singapore being a multi-racial society, its re- 
port had table manners for Chinese, Malays and 
Indians. While many Filipinos can now use chop- 
sticks as dexterously as they would brandish a 
fork and spoon, few of us are actually taught 
chopstick etiquette when we go to a Chinese or 
Japanese restaurant. One of the big no-nos many 
Filipinos commit is sticking a pair of chopsticks 
upright in a bow! of rice, which is done in funerals 
in Japan. Maybe on that piece of paper that has il- 
lustrations on how to hold and use chopsticks, the 
following should be added: 

“Do not cross the chopsticks when placing 
them on the table. Do not use the chopsticks for 
picking your teeth (or ears). Do not keep the tips 
of the chopsticks in your mouth. Do not point at 
others with the chopsticks. Do not play with the 
chopsticks by striking the table or bowls with 
them. Do not scratch your head with the chop- 
sticks. Do not rest chopsticks on the dinner plate 
or bowl. Never stick a chopstick upright in a rice 
bowl, not even to chop up something in it. Hold 
up the bowl and chopsticks (off the table) while 
eating.” 

What was not included is something we 
leamed early in life: When taking food from a 
‘common bowl and there is no serving spoon, you 
turn your chopsticks round and use the end 
points that are not used to convey food to the 
mouth. We were always told that the chopsticks 


THERE IS A VERY INFORMATIVE SERIES OF 
books published by Asean that should get a wider 
audience, These are one-volume surveys of vari- 
ous aspects of culture and cultural life in the re- 
gion. There is a volume on literature, on cinema, 
onarchitecture, on music and even on food. Iwas 
surprised to discover that these publications have 
been issued over the years by the Asean Commit- 
tee on Culture and now there are enough books 
to fill a small shelf. These books are not for sale 
and they never make it to our bookstores, so they 
escaped the attention of readers who would be 
interested in them. Sayang. 

Опе of the thick volumes that caught my atten- 
tion was “Forms of Courtesy Among Asean Mem- 
ber Countries,” a compilation of research reports 
from 1982 to 1991 in Brunei, Indonesia, 
Malaysia, Philippines, Singapore and Thailand. 
Of course, I turned to the Philippine section first 
and found a matrix of contemporary forms or ex- 
pressions of courtesy and even two chapters as 
case studies on the Mangyans of Mindoro and the 
Igorot-Ibaloy/Kankanai of Mountain Province. 
Our contribution was very professionally, anthro- 
pologically and academically done. 

Malaysia's report came with illustrations and 
showed forms of courtesy during eating. They 
ate with the right hand (also referred to as 
"Adam's fork and spoon") and the hands were 
washed before and after a meal. Then there 
were other forms, more or less familiar to us: 
“Blowing the nose, spitting or clearing your 
throat while eating are impolite. However a qui- 
et belch after a meal is permitted and regarded 
as a sign of appreciation... It is impolite to take 
your leave immediately after the meal. There isa 
Saying that such a behavior is like that of leech- 
es, when after sucking blood, they make them- 
selves scarce...

Appeal to Israel, Hezbollah 

President Arroyo appealed to 
Israel and Hezbollah to refrain 
from harming Filipinos stranded 
in Lebanon and urged the inter- 
national community to help evac- 
uate them. 

“The Philippines makes a spe- 
cial appeal to all combatant 
forces to spare Filipino nationals 
who have no wish other than to 
be taken out of harm's way" she 
said ina statement. 

“In the name of humanity, Task 
the combatants not to harm 
them," she added, while appeal- 
ing for other countries to “help us 
in the evacuation process.” 

Filipino officials have conced- 
ed that they are unable to evacu- 
ate thousands of people on their 
own, and the government has ap- 
pealed to the United States, Euro- 
pean countries and the Gulf 
states to find space for Filipinos 
оп planes and ships evacuating 
people from Beirut. 


Assistance fund 

Budget Secretary Rolando An- 
daya said the P150 million would 
come from the DFAS Assistance to 
Nationals Fund, a standby fund 
tapped for contingencies involv- 
ing Filipinos abroad. 

Ina statement, Andaya quoted a 
letter sent by the DFA to his office in 
which the department said it would 
use the P150 million for "supplies, 
transport and communications" 
needed for the “emergency reloca- 
tion" of Filipinos in Lebanon. 

It appeared the PISO million 
would include the $2 million that 
the Owwa had approved yester- 
day for release as an “initial 
standby fund" for the evacuation 
and repatriation of the OFWs in 
Beirut. 

Brion told reporters the Owwa 
money would be used to cover 
transportation and other inciden- 
tal expenses for the first 2,000 
evacuees, 


Sovereign guarantee 

Saying that OFWs must also 
"be covered by a sovereign guar- 
antee,” Sen. Ralph Recto scored 
the governments eagerness to 
pay its creditors while scrimping 
оп funds to evacuate the OFWs 
from strife-torn Lebanon. 

Recto, chair of the Senate com- 
mittee on ways and means, noted 
the government had already paid 
P391.7 billion to the country’s 
foreign creditors this year while 
funds were lacking for the evacu- 
ation of the Filipino workers. 

He said the remittances of the 
OFWs in Lebanon were “something 
that can't be sneezed at.” With each 
of them sending back to the Philip- 
pines an estimated P6,000 a month, 
ог a total of P72,000 a year, their 
combined contribution to the econ- 
‘omy "is a staggering P2 billion а 
year,” Recto said. 


$2M to bring home OFWs 

In her phone conversation with 
Gimatu, Ms Arroyo said she asked 
for the P150 million after learning 
that he needed $2 million to lease 
ships and planes for the OFWs. 

“Bring them home safely just 
as you did in Iraq,” Ms Arroyo 
told Cimatu, referring to the first 
batch of 192 OFWs he would be 
picking up in Damascus. 

The President acknowledged 
that government resources to 
help the OFWs out of Lebanon 
may not be enough. 

“Our resources may not be 
enough but we're trying to ad- 
dress the problem by teaming up 
with other foreign countries that 
could help us in the evacuation 
process,” she said in her state- 
ment. With reports from Philip С.

P150 million more 

‘The Philippine government has 
released an additional P150 mil- 
lion for the evacuation of Filipino 
workers in Lebanon, but many of 
them wished to remain despite re- 
peated Israeli attacks on Beirut and 
other parts of the country that have.

President Macapagal-Arroyo 
said the P150 million was on top 


allotted by the Owwa as initial 
funding for the evacuation of the 
overseas Filipino workers. 

Brion said only about 1,000 
‘OFWs had so far registered at the 
Philippine Embassy in Beirut to 
indicate their willingness to be 
evacuated if the level of hostili 
ties worsened. 

"Not all would like to be repa- 
trated though, many want to 
stay" Brion said. "They believe 
that this problem would come 
and go and they want to be in 
place when peace returns." 

Roy Cimatu, special envoy to 
the Middle East, said he still һай 
to "assess the situation on the 
ground” before deciding whether 
there was a need to order a 
mandatory evacuation of the 
OFWs in Lebanon. 

Department of Foreign Affairs 
spokesperson Gilberto Asuque said 
majority of the OFWs wanted to re- 
main with their employers. “Ulti- 
mately, the decision is with the 
(worker). We gave them a choice 
[of] а repatriation program and 
buses and airplanes that could 
bring them home," Asuque said. 


Slow response 

However, Connie Regalado of 
Migrante Intemational, a support 
group for overseas workers, denied 
that most Filipinos wanted to stay 
and said the governments response 
was being determined by money. 

"It is not true that many Fil- 
ipinos do not want to go home 
from Lebanon as the foreign office 
wants to portray We have talked to 
many of them and they said they 
had not received anything from the 
embassy she said. 

"The first thing anyone wil 
think of in a situation like this is to 
save his own life. There is just ne- 
glect in the slowness by which the 
government responded," Regalado 
said as she led families of workers 
stuck in Lebanon in a protest out- 
side the DFA office in Manila. 

The Fhilippine government 
continued to advise OFWs in 
Lebanon to either stay with their

Lopez announced the panel's 
findings on the eve of Senga's re- 
tirement as military chief of staff.

Senga not investigated 

But he admitted their investi 
gation did not touch on Senga. 

Flanked by other members of 
the committee, Lopez announced 
Senga had approved the commit- 
tee's recommendation to start 
court-martial proceedings 
against Lim, Querubin, ex-Ma- 
rine commandant Maj.

‘JUETENG” FEVER IS SWEEP- 
ing a large part of Luzon and the 
underworld lottery that authori- 
ties said had been checked has 


never been stronger. 

The names of its operators remain the 
same, based on interviews with sources and 
documents furnished the INQUIRER. 

Lingayen-Dagupan Archbishop Oscar 
Cruz, a staunch antijueteng crusader, would 
neither confirm nor deny if the names being 
linked to jueteng operations in Pangasinan 
were the ones behind the illegal numbers 
game. 

While he admitted having heard of these 
“names being mentioned many times over,” 
Gruz said he would rather not be specific 
about the identities of these people.

If local officials 
would say no, and the police would likewise 
say no, jueteng can never survive,” he said in 
a phone interview on Tuesday. 

Mamba confirmed reports that a certain 
Danny Soriano has been allegedly operating 
the illegal numbers games in at least two dis- 
thicts in Cagayan. 

Cagayan Gov. Edgar Lara, however, de- 
nied reports that an organized form of 
Jueteng, or one that usually had the blessing 
of government officials, operated in his 
province. 

“But I cannot say with all certainty that 
there would be no sporadic and unorga- 
nized, probably guerrilla jueteng operations 
ina few parts of Cagayan,” he said.

Townsfolk say 
illegal mining 
killing farms 


PUERTO PRINCESA CITY—RESIDENTS OF 
Narra, Palawan have complained of the con- 
tinued operation of illegal large-scale mining 
companies in their area, which they blame for 
the destruction of their environment and the 
decline in palay production. 

Through the newly formed multi-sector en- 
vironment group, Kilusang Laban sa Mina sa 
Narra (KLMN), they denounced the govern- 
ments inaction on illegal mining operations, 
particularly that of Platinum Group Metals 
Corp. (PGMC). 

‘The KLMN said farmers had been constant- 
ly complaining of the low yield of their farms 
ever since PGMC started mining operations in 
thearea. 

Eric Segismundo, one of the complaining 
farmers, said his lowland farms with an area 
of 1.2 hectares in Barangay San Isidro, Мапа, 
only produces 47 cavans of palay now, much 
lower than the average yield of 100 cavans in 
the previous years prior to PGMC’s mining ac- 
tivities. 

He said 70 percent, or 37.1 cavans of palay, 
were lost due to “lateral siltation” brought 
about by PGMC's mining operations.

HERMOSA, BATAAN—A LEADER OF A SECT 
in the province was shot dead on Thursday 
night while he watched TV in his bedroom in 
Barangay Sacrifice Valley here, police said. 

Police identified the fatality as Jose Ben- 
jamin Teruel, 63, administrator and leader of 
Church of the Most Holy Trinity sect. 

Police said a lone gunman climbed the 
grilled window of the room and shot Teruel, 
who was watching ТУ Ніз wife, Cora, who 
was also in the room, was not hurt. 

‘The victim was the older brother of John Flo- 
rentine Teruel, founding bishop ofa religious sect, 
Apostolic Catholic Church, based in Quezon City.

Rights group leader shot dead in Sorsogon 


SORSOGON CITY—ANOTHER 
leader of a left-wing organization 
was shot dead Wednesday after- 
noon in Barangay San Antonio, 
Casiguran town, some 25 km 
from this city: 

Police identified the victim as 
Danilo Hagoscjos, a leader of the 
Samahan ng mga Ex-Detainees La- 
ben sa Detensyon at Amnestiya 
(Беда) and an uncle of House Mi- 
nority leader Francis Escudero and 
cousin of Vice Gov. Kruni Escudero. 

Investigators said the 61-year- 
old vietim had just come from the 
public market оп а motoreycle af- 
ter fetching his 7-year-old daugh- 
ter from school. 

‘The two were on their way home 
to Barangay Tighao when waylaid 
by two unidentified assailants who 
were also on a motorcycle. 

Casiguran police chief Senior 
Insp. Romualdo Pesonila said the 
victim, a former elementary 
school teacher and president of 
the Casiguran Public School 
‘Teachers’ Association, suffered 
six gunshot wounds in the head 
and body and died on the spot. 

His daughter was spared but 
was still in a state of shock, the 
police officer said. 

The investigators could not es 
tablish the identity of the sus- 
pects as they were wearing bon- 
mets when they ambushed 
Hagosojos. 

Pesonila said they would try to 
talk to the daughter once she had 
already recovered from trauma. 


An investigator, however, clari 
fied that the incident was in no 
way related to the political in- 
volvement of the victims’ rel 
tives, the Escuderos, who are 
known critics of the Arroyo ad- 
ministration. 

Dondon Hagosojos, son of the 
victim, told the Inquirer that his 
father had no known enemy in 
their town and had never been in- 
volved in any atrocity. 

“Since his retirement as a pub- 
lic school teacher he had devoted 
his time to farming,” he said. 

He appealed to the authorities 
to look deeply into the killing of 
his father. 

Dondon said they were verifying 
reports that the motorcycle of his 
father, which was taken by the as- 
sailants, was seen near a detach- 
ment in nearby Barangay Casay. 

Human rights group Karapa- 
tan condemned the killing, say- 
ing Hagosojos was the 30th vic- 
tim of state-sponsored violence in 
the province. 

Lt, Col. Benigno Antonio, com- 
manding officer of the 2nd In- 
fantry Batallion, which has juris- 
diction over Sorsogon, denied the 
military had a hand in the rash of 
killings in the province.

Limkaichiong, quoting munici 
pal personnel she sent to the site 
to help in the rescue operation, 
said most of the 15 fatalities died 
at the accident site. 

The-truck driver, whom pas- 
sengers identified as Bordet 
Menoy survived the accident 
Some of the survivors believed 
Menoy lost control of the truck 
because of faulty brakes. 

“We were going very fast," re- 
called passenger Cecil Gabutero, 
22, a resident of Barangay Can- 
sumandig, who was among the 
injured passengers being treated 
ata hospital here. 

“As we were going downhill, 
the truck started to list to the 
right and soon, the truck was up- 
side down, throwing most of the 
passengers in a grassy lot" 
Gabutero said. 

She said she lost conscious- 
ness. "When I woke up, I was ly- 
ing among the dead," she said in 
an interview at the Negros Orien- 
tal Provincial Hospital (NOPH). 

She escaped with a minor head

Ash clouds 
send Mayon 
folk to panic

STO. DOMINGO, _ ALBAY—MUSHROOM. 
shaped ash clouds which winds sent northeast 
toward this town at about 8 am. yesterday 
caused residents of the villages of Lidong and 
San Isidro here to panic and led to the voluntary 
evacuation of around 100 residents. 

Romeo Cabria, Municipal Disaster Coordi 
nating Council action officer, said the resi- 
dents were first taken to the town's gymnasi- 
uum but the local government was planning to 
send them back home as the alert level had 
not been raised from 3. 

Philippine Institute of Volcanology and 
Seismology (Phivoles) senior science research 
specialist Eduardo Laguerta said what hap- 
pened was a "collapse-type" of pyroclastic 
Row which caused the ash clouds. 

He said lava “chunks” that had cooled and 
solidified earlier had broken off after more la- 
va flowed from Mayon's crater. This generat 
ed the ash clouds without there necessarily 
having been an explosion. 

"It was not yet the major blast. The ash 
clouds did not come from the crater but from 
the lava fragments that collapsed downs- 
lope,” Laguerta said, 


No evacuation yet 

Jukes Nuñez ofthe Provincial Disaster Coordi- 
nating Council plans and operations division said 
no evacuation was ordered since the alert level 
remained at 3 of the S-level warning system. 

He said, however, that classes were sus- 
pended in Lidong and San Isidro because of 
the ashfall. 

The 2,474-meter Mt. Mayon, meanwhile, 
continued to spew lava. 

“Tremor episodes increased to 404 in the past 
24 hours from 250, which Phivolcs said could be 
associated with increasing lava extrusion, rock- 
falis and detaching lava fragments occuning 
within the 6-km permanent danger zone. 

Sulfur dioxide emissions, which Laguerta said 
was one of the indicators of magma coming to 
the surface, were relatively higher yesterday 
than the normal level of 1,863 tons per day. 

Farmer Eladio Echaluce, 85, said he was 
working in his field on the volcano's south- 
eastern slope when he heard a shout and saw 
someone pointing toa cloud of ash, The Asso- 
ciated Press reported. 

“When 1 saw the cloud, 1 got scared and 
came down,” he said. 

Another farmer, Loreto Aydaya, also 
rushed down carrying a sack of vegetables 
and leading his two water buffalo. 

“I was scared because I was about a kilome- 
ter away," he said. 

Schoolteacher Jenny Perez said parents 
rushed to the Matanag Elementary School to 
get their children, 

“1 could not do anything, so just dismissed 
my class,” she said. 

Other residents packed their bags and 
kitchen utensils and waited on the roadside or 
inside their homes for village officials’ signal 
toevacuate.

Aug. 9, 2001, restricting government-fi- 
папсей stem-cell research to existing 
colonies. 

“This is a profound moral issue,” said Rep. 
Mike Pence, R-Ind., after the White House 
ceremony. “The issue is whether or not it is 
morally right to use the taxpayer dollars of 
millions of pro-life Americans who find this 
research morally objectionable.” 

Yet the ground is shifting in the debate, and 
even Pence conceded that opponents of the 
research were “losing the argument with the 
‘American people.” 

The bill Bush vetoed would have allowed 
taxpayer-financed research on lines derived 
from embryos slated for destruction by fertili- 


“I felt like crossing this line would be а mis- 
take, and once crossed we would find it al- 
most impossible to turn back," Bush said. 
"Crossing the line would needlessly encour- 
age а conflict between science and ethics that 
can only do damage to both, and to our nation 
asa whole.” 

Until Wednesday, Bush was among just sev- 
en presidents who had never vetoed a piece of 
legislation. Four served only partial terms; the 
other three were John Adams, Thomas Jeffer- 
son and John Quincy Adams. 

Within hours of the East Room ceremony, 
the House hurriedly took up a measure to 
override the veto, but the vote, 235-193, fell 
short of the two-thirds majority required. The 
vote put an end to the bill's prospects for the 
year, but not to the stem-cell debate. 

“This is not some wedge issue; this is the 
soul of America,” said Rep. Diana DeGette, D- 
Colo., who sponsored the bill Bush vetoed. 
“And this is a colossal mistake on the part of 
the president.”

Israel said 20 war planes had bombed what 
it believed to be a Hezbollah leadership 
bunker in the guerrilla group's southern 
Beirut stronghold but the militant group de- 
nied any of its members had been killed and 
said the building hit was a mosque. 

Israel has made no secret of its desire to 
“liquidate” Hezbollah's leader Hassan Nasral- 
lah and has already launched air raids de- 
stroying his offices and residence during its 
blistering nine-day campaign. 

“The country has been torn to shreds. Can 
the international community stand by while 
such callous retribution by the state of Israel is 
inflicted on us?" Lebanese Prime Minister Fuad 
Siniora told a gathering foreign ambassadors, 

“You want to support the government of 
Lebanon? Let me tell you ... no government 
can survive on the ruins of a nation,” he said. 
“I hope you will not let us down. We the 
Lebanese want life. We have chosen life. We 
refuse to die.”

No ceasefire in sight 

‘Twenty-nine Israelis, including 14 soldiers, 
have been killed since a Hezbollah attack in 
which two soldiers were captured, triggering 
the Israeli onslaught. 

With still no sign of a ceasefire in sight, Is- 
rael vowed after a security Cabinet meeting 
that its “intensive war” against Hezbollah 
would go on as long as it deemed necessary. 

International diplomatic efforts to end the 
bloodshed have yet to get offthe ground, with 
Israel's chief ally the United States refusing to 
back calls for a ceasefire until Hezbollah halts 
its rocket attacks. 

US Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice and 
EU foreign policy chief Javier Solana were to 
meet in New York on Thursday with UN chief 
Kofi Annan, who has proposed the creation of 
an international force to restore calm. 

Solana voiced the hope that the conflict 
could be over by the end of next week. 

“We will work very, very hard to see if we 
can have an end of hostilities and the begin- 
ning of something of a political nature before 
the end of next week,” he told the BBC. 

On Wednesday, Israel waged a massive 
blitz from air and sea against southern and 
eastern Lebanon, flattening houses, destroy- 
ing roads and hitting trucks, police said. 

‘Twenty-five people were killed and 26 
wounded in a single village where residents 
said 10 houses were turned to rubble by 
shelling from Israeli gunboats and warplanes.

Israeli helicopters also fired rockets on a 
residential Christian district in Beirut, the first 
direct strikes in the center of the capital, rais- 
ing concerns about the evacuation operation 
under way at the nearby port.

10 people Wednesday, bringing to 96 the 
number of Palestinians dead since it launched 
an operation to retrieve a captive soldier and 
halt rocket attacks. 

It also killed five others in a West Bank in- 
cursion into the city of Nablus. 

Expressing alarm about the humanitarian 
situation in south Lebanon, UN High Commis- 
sioner for Human Rights Louise Arbour said 
perpetrators in the conflict could be held to 
account for war crimes. 

In Beirut, hundreds of foreigners were 
waiting to be evacuated by sea while more 
ships arrived in Cyprus, which lies just 160 
Kilometers to the west and is being used as the 
evacuation hub.

He said that repeated blows to the head of a 
young person can stunt the development of his 
brain. He pointed out "that the brain continues 
to develop into the fourth decade of life, and а 
boxer may interrupt that process by fighting 
while in his teens."

haystack. Pacquiao is one-in-a-million. Aside 
from his God-given skils and courage, he at- 
tained success because he worked harder and 
sacrificed more than other athletes. 

‘Amateur boxing is less risky because the peo- 
ple who run the sport care about the fighters 
and they take every precaution to ensure the 
safety of their young boxers who wear padded 
headgear during their bouts. As noted Ameri- 
сап TV journalist Howard Cosell once said: “It 
was a joy to be around these (amateur) fighters 
and палет because there were no greedy, 
scheming professional promoters to deal with.” 

Still, despite фе safeguards adopted in ama- 
teur boxing, it has been evident from scientific 
findings that there is both serious and long- 
term brain injury to boxers. 

Dr. Joseph Boyle, a president of the Ameri- 
сап Medical Association, said people are seri- 
‘ously disabled even after short exposure to box- 
ing, even in relatively minor settings (like ama- 
teur boxing). "Amateur boxing is the farm team

"World Trade Center” is a three-hankie film 
that carries you away emotionally as а race 
against time to rescue John and Will—portrayed 
by Nicolas Cage and Michael Peña (this "Crash" 
actor will get major plaudits for his performance 
here), respectively—ensued before their air ran 
ош. The anguish of the two men's families and 
the heroic efforts of rescue teams, especially the 
determination of a former Marine to find sur- 
vivors in the massive rubble, are rivetingly por- 
trayed. 

While it was clear that Oliver was set to make 
а film focusing on John and Wills miraculous 
survival and he succeeds оп these 
terms—many of the journalists wished that the 
filmmaker had done a large-scale dramatization 
of 9/11 with all its international and political im- 
plications. They expected this from the very po- 
litical director who is not hesitant to speak about 
his liberal ideology.

“Don't pigeonhole me by saying this is not a 
typical Oliver Stone story" Oliver said. He's still 
very much a political animal, of course.

The 
world will go on and I think we should make a 
film about terrorism. I mentioned the “Battle of 
Algiers" because I thought it was good to take a 
good hard look at what this is about. 1 didn’t do 
that movie because the climate was not right in 
this country for that. In another time it may still 
be done but it may be done by other people, too. 


What story-telling approach did you use? 

We told it from inside out. 125 a subjective sto- 
ту about these two men and their wives, their 
families, the rescuers, what they saw. I honored 
that. We stuck to what they felt and saw at the 
time.

Survey says 

RP execs more 
optimistic

BUSINESSMEN APPEAR TO BE "MORE OPTI- 
mistic” about economic prospects їп the coun- 
чу this year but are also more stressed out, 
according to auditing firm Punongbayan & 
Araullo, a member of global financial adviser 
Grant Thornton International. 

Punongbayan yesterday released the re- 
sults of Grant's International Business Own- 
ers Survey (IBOS) for 2006, an annual inter- 
national poll carried out among more than 
7,000 owners of medium-sized businesses 
from 30 countries during the fourth quarter of 
2005. 1805 began in 2002. The survey exam- 
ines attitudes, plans and trends among busi- 
ness owners. 

In the Philippines, Grant sampled 150 busi- 
ness owners of medium-sized firms or those 
with about 50 to 199 employees. 

A total of 70 percent of business owners in 
the Philippines feel that this year will be a bet- 
ter year, an improvement from the S0 percent 
of respondents who felt the same way in 2005. 

Punongbayan managing partner Gregorio 
5. Navarro said the "optimism" was hinged оп 
hopes that government revenues would be 
boosted by increased tax collection from the 
passage of a law imposing а 12-percent value- 
added tax (eVAT) on goods. 

Navarro also said that businessmen tended to 
believe that there was "momentum" in the 
growth of the Philippine economy. Economic 
‘growth in the past decade has averaged 3.8 per- 
cent a year, modest by the standards of Asian 
developing countries, Grant said in a research 
report. However, in the past four years, econom- 
ic growth accelerated, exceeding 5 percent a 
year, boosted by agricultural harvests, strong 
exports and buoyant consumer spending.

Peso seen 
to take 
a beating

HONG KONG SHANGHAI BANK- 
ing Corp. (HSBC) said the peso 
could take a beating from the on- 
going conflict in the Middle East, 
as the uncertainty abroad might 
dampen investment sentiment on 
emerging economies like the 
Philippines. 

“We don't expect the market to 
be confident,” said Wick Veloso, HS- 
BC treasurer and head of global 
markets, “It does not make sense Юг 
[investors] to place their money in 
emerging economies." 

Early in the year, HSBC pro- 
Jected that, barring economically 
adverse events like oil price 
volatility, the peso could 
strengthen to as much as 48 to a 
dollar due to the improving fiscal 
condition of the government. 

But Veloso said that the recent air 
strikes in Lebanon and Hezbollahis 
rocket attacks in Israel, have creat- 
ed uncertainty in the international 
financial markets, making the 
movements of foreign exchange 
less predictable. 

The Middle East accounts for 
about a third of the world's oil 
supply. 

Also, Veloso said that the inter- 
national financial market is not 
fully convinced that the United 
States Federal Reserve will stop 
raising US interest rates. 

He said that the rise in oil 
prices creates inflationary pres- 
sures which the US Fed could not 
easily ignore. 

‘The US Fed rate now stands at 
5.25 percent following a series of 
hikes implemented since 2004, The 
Tate increases reflected the Reds 
tough stance against inflation.

Alonzo further said, “We have been 
able to develop a credit system where- 
in we base it not exclusively on experi- 
ence and collateral but on the poten- 
tial oftheir business.” 

Alonzo also noted that with the 
number of loans granted in the past 
years, Small Business Corporation al- 
ready has a good batting average of 
gauging whether an enterprise is to 
succeed or not long enough to repay 
our loan.

THE SUPREME COURT HAS 
made a litigant an overnight bil- 
lionaire, and Justice Antonio Car- 
pio is wincing from his col- 
Jeagues' decision. 

The case involves a 34-hectare 
piece of property right behind Ау- 
ala Heights in Quezon City 
whose title, in the name of the 
long-time settlers, the Manotoks, 
was effectively invalidated in fa- 
vorof a new claimant 

The new claimant, a certain 
Teresita Barque-Hernandez, said 
to be a daughter of the late 
Homer L. Barque, surfaced in 
1996, claiming that their copy of 
the land title had been destroyed 
in the City Hall fire of 1988, 

The long and the short of it is 
that, last December, the Supreme 
Cour's First Division, then 
chaired by outgoing Chief Justice. 
Hilario Davide, not only upheld 
the reconstitution of the Barque 
title, but also cancelled the Man- 
otok title. 

The First Division also modi- 
fied the Land Registration Au- 
thority decision that it is up to the 
Regional Trial Court, as the LRA 
had wanted, to determine the ac- 
tual ownership of a disputed 
property, as had been spelled out 
in PD 1529, the Property Regis- 
tration Decree. 

Ironically, the high court's deci- 
sion also effectively set aside the 
factual basis of a 1984 decision 
by the same First Division, then 
chaired by Chief Justice Claudio 
Teehankee, affecting the same 
34-hectare property. 

The 1984 case, involving a 
spurned tenancy claim, referred to 
the findings of the Court of Agrari- 
an Relations that the Balara prop- 
ery was donated by Severino 
Manotok in 1946 to his eight chil- 
dren and two grandchildren. 

‘The 1984 decision even noted 
that the Manotok heirs in 1950 
used the property as their capital 
contribution to form the still ех- 
isting Manotok Realty Inc. 

The Manotok heirs include 
Rosita Go, the wife of banker Ed- 
ward Go, and the family of retired 
general Mamerto Bocanegra, who. 
lives in the sprawling compound. 

Nothing is known about Bar- 
que-Hernandez, except that she 
uses a No. 9 Pluto St., Greenland 
Village, Rosario, Pasig City, ad- 
dress, and that her counsel is also 
Erap's counsel, former Fiscal Jose 
Flaminiano. 

According to court records, the 
late Barque not only had a dupli- 
cate TCT but also real estate tax 
receipts and tax declarations. 
Five years of accumulated real es- 
tate taxes were allegedly paid in 
one lump sum, shortly before fil- 
ing the 1996 claim. 

itis not immediately clear why, 
since 1946, when the Manotok 
patriarch transferred the Balara 
land title to his heirs, Barque or 
his representative(s) never at- 
tempted to take legal or physical 
possession of any portion of the 
34-hectare rolling land, and did it 
only in 1996. 

In his dissenting opinion, 
which, incidentally, is longer than 
the opinion of the ponente Justice 
Consuelo Ynares-Santiago, Carpio 
noted not only the flip-flopping 
findings of the Land Registration 
Authority but also the Court of Ap- 
peals, having reversed itself in in-

validating the Manotok title. 

Сагріоз position is that, al- 
though the LRA may reconstitute 
the land title, ownership of the 
disputed property must still be 
determined in a full-blown trial 
before the Regional Trial Court, 
and not the appellate court and 
now the Supreme Court assum- 
ing "equity distribution" over the 
case, "when the law,” Carpio 
added, "has not granted such ju- 
risdiction." 

But the First Division is stead- 
fast in its ruling, saying it would 
be “needlessly circuitous” to re- 
mand the case to the RTC, after 
the LRA and two Court of Appeals 
divisions had already ruled the 
Manotok title as invalid. 

“Basic is the rule that factual 
findings of agencies exercising 
quasi-judicial functions аге ac- 
corded not only respect but even 
finality, aside from the considera- 
tion that this court is essentially 
not a trier of facts," said the First 
Division, as it again denied a re- 
newed appeal from the Manotoks 
to bring the case for review by the 
entire Supreme Court. 

“Without such authority, the 
LRA would be a mere robotic 
agency clothed only with me- 
chanical powers.” To stop their 
ejectment, the Manotoks have 
filed an adverse claim with the 
LRA and Register of Deeds, al- 
though it is not clear if that can 
stop the writ of possession that 
Barque-Hernandez had already 
reportedly obtained, 

‘Almost one and a half times the 
size of the UST España campus, 
the contested property, at a con- 
servative estimate of P5,000 a 
Square meter, is easily worth P1.7 
billion. Except for the dozen 
houses built by the Manotok 
heirs, the property remains а 
“rolling, forrestal land," hardly 
changed since 1912, when the 
Manotok patriarch was said to 
have first laid claim on the land.

Often, these seniors in- 
clude those with higher educa- 
tion, with independent sources 
of income, have access to the In- 
ternet and read print media. 

The silver citizens represent а 
huge untapped but financially 
secure market segment. In fact, 
the pocket influence of the el- 
derly market has become preva- 
lently recognized in many coun- 
try markets thus, giving rise to 
the senior welfare industry 

This elderly segment have 
been referred in various terms 
and publications as the mature, 
gray and silver citizen market. 


Big change 

A lot of the changes about the 
elderly market have to do with 
their lifestyle. With medical ad- 
vancement, availability 
health supplements, a new atti- 
tude toward a healthy lifestyle 
and wise use of their time; many 
seniórs are able to keep а pro- 
ductive work and family life 
even after 60 years old. Others 
in fact engage in second careers 
or active learning either pursu- 
ing a second or third degree or 
enrolling in enrichment courses.

‘What sales promos form the repeat purchase habit? 


Q: We have two questions. First, what 
sales promo efforts have proven to be ef- 
fective triggers to consumer repeat pur- 
chases? Second, what exactly makes 


Overall then, where do these three 
considerations bring us in giving a clo- 
sure to our answer to your second ques- 
tion? What's the Marketing Rx? 

Here it is. For your sales promos that 
are aimed at getting a repeat purchase 
response from your customers, get to 
the bottom line or “net” output. Here's 
how to find out what makes them effec- 
tive as repeat purchase drivers. 

1. Find out the reason for the repeat 
purchase. Is it because of the satisfying 
experience with the product the con- 
sumers tried or because of another pro- 
mo? If its because of the product, then 
that's a plus in favor of a sustained re- 
peat purchase. If it's because of another 
promo, then thats a minus and you 
probably won't sustain your product's 
repeat purchase. 

2. Find out if consumers will perceive 
and associate your sales promo as 
“cheapening” the brand and its product 
quality. If they do, then that's a minus 
and your product won't gain sustained 
repeat purchase. If they do not, then 
that’s a plus toward a sustained repeat 
purchase. 

3. Find out if consumers consider 
your product as low involvement or 
high involvement. If low involvement, 
then that's a plus because each repeat- 
purchase-inducing promo leads the 
consumers toward forming a repeat 
purchase habit for the brand. If high in- 
volvement and consumers base their 
repeat purchase decision on product 
experience, then this is a plus in favor 
of a sustained repeat purchase. But if 
the high involvement is accompanied 
bya negative attitude toward the sales 
promo, then that's a minus for sustain- 
ing the repeat purchase. 

Based on the preceding, we can now 
have “closure” to our answer to your 
second question. 

If you get a “net” plus from the pre- 
ceding three considerations, your Peri- 
od 4 sales pattern will most likely attain 
your higher than baseline sales pat- 
tern. 

If, a “net” minus, the opposite likeli- 
hood applies.

So whatever repeat purchase takes 
place in this case is because of the pro- 
mo and not because of the product. 
Once the promo is gone, so will the re- 
peat purchase. Such repeat purchase is 
therefore not sustainable. 

How will you know if this perception 
is true with your promoted brand? In 
your sales promo effectiveness re- 
Search, ask the question on this likely 
consumer perception and response. 

3. The consumers’ positioning of the 
product on promo as low versus high 
involvement. 

Our research is beginning to show us 
that when prompted by a sales promo, 
consumers are more ready to repeat 
their purchase of a product that is low 
involvement. One such product that 
has been low involvement for a good 
number of years to most Filipino con- 
sumers is detergent. The habit of buy- 
ing the same detergent brand over and 
over again often comes from its contin- 
шїп consumer promotion. 

In a low involvement product like а 
detergent, the consumer does not have 
the time nor does she want to exert the 
effort to think through the repeat buy- 
ing decision. Forming a habit is her way 
of coping with the brand choice ques- 
Чоп in a repeat purchase occasion. 
Sales promo takes this consumer 
through those steps toward forming the 
repeat brand purchase habit. 

In contrast, in a high involvement 
product like a car or a mobile phone, 
there are consumers who process the 
trial or the repeat purchase carefully. 
That the brand of car bought is on pro- 
mo does not have the kind of influence 
that it has on the purchase of a deter- 
gent. The repeat purchase decision de- 
pends more on the experiencing of the 
product (as in a car test drive) than on 
the rebate offer or free accessory pro- 
mo. Of course, there are those who will 
say after the test drive: “No wonder 
they were offering a large rebate! It’s a 
lousy drive.” So the impact on repeat 
purchase can go in either positive or 
negative direction. 

The practical question for you here is 
this: “Ро you know if your product is 
low or high involvement?” To know, be 
sure to include this question in your 
sales promo effectiveness research. 


persuaded that the product is worth her 
“continuity” or “loyalty” attachment. 
This means then that even for the 


true repeat purchase (that is, the fourth Y 
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buying, then at that point the discount 


was effective. Notice that we said “at 
that point.” 

Positive. We asked these consumers 
about their next repeat purchase and 
their reason for repeating. One group 
said something like this: “If i's still that 
good, then I'l buy it again." That's truly 
Positive. Such consumers have learned 
from their usage experience with the 
promoted product and are on their way 
toa repeat buying habit. 

Negative. However, another group 
said this: “If it offers another promo, 
then ГЇ buy again.” Obviously, con- 
sumers in this group intend to buy 
again more because of the promo than 
because of the product or the experi- 
ence with it. That's obviously negative. 

What you want to happen is that the 
first group would be significantly 
greater than the second group. 

So how will you know? In your re- 
search, do you ask consumers if their 
repeat purchase is because of their sat- 
isfying experience with the product 
they tried or because of another pro- 
mo? If you ask this, you'll know. If not, 
then obviously you won't know. You 
won't get the answer if you don't ask 
the question. You also won't get a cor- 
rect answer if you don't ask the correct 
question. So make sure you ask a re- 
searcher who knows the correct re- 
search. 

2. The consumers’ perception of sales 
promo as brand equity damaging. 

Our research on consumer reactions 
to a buy-one-take-one deal, for exam- 
ple, always gets us such skeptical ver- 
batims as these: 

“Why do they want to quickly get rid 
of this batch? It must be near expiration 
date?” 

"If its good quality, Pm quite certain 
they can’t afford to put it on a buy-one- 
take-one offer. So if it’s on a buy-one- 
take-one deal, it must be low quality.” 


purchase or third repeat purchase), 
sales promotion can be effective. For 
example, when embedded in a continu- 
ty program, again even our highly crit- 
icized discount or price-off can be an ef- 
fective repeat purchase driver. 

Here, it is effectively saying to a 
prospective third repeat buying con- 
sumer something like this: "Our 
database tells us that you've just com- 
pleted your third purchase of our 
brand. For your next and fourth pur- 
chase, we'd like to reward you with а 
special discount!” 

50 it depends on how you are posi- 
tioning and how in turn your con- 
sumers are positioning your chosen 
promo activator. 

This insight brings us to your second 
question: "What exactly makes a sales 
promo effective as a repeat purchase 
driver? How does sales promo work in 
driving repeat purchase?" 


Positioning 

Marketers now believe that what 
makes your sales promo effective in 
driving consumer repeat purchase, de- 
pends more on how consumers position 
your sales promo than on how you (as 
marketer) position it. 

In our example of the discount em- 
bedded in a continuity program, the 
marketer positioned the discount offer 
asa reward. If the target consumers ac- 
cept the discount as a worthwhile re- 
ward, and therefore converge with 
your positioning of it, then we will wit- 
ness a successful and effective repeat 
purchase inducing promo. 

Consumers who have participated in 
repeatpurchase inducing promos 
spoke to us during survey interviews 
about their positive as well as negative 
Positioning responses. Here's a quick 
Summary of these possible conflicting 
responses. 

1. The consumers’ positioning of the 
sales promo as a reward. 

When your consumers see your of- 
fered discount for a repeat purchase as 
a reward that’s high enough and worth- 
while for giving your product a repeat 


them effective as 
drivers? 

А: Here's our straight answer to your 
first question although we'd like to 
qualify immediately after. Our research 
and experience suggest that “continu- 
ity and loyalty programs” (like Pizza 
Ние Palm Card promos) and “pack-in” 
ог "in-pack' promo, premium and 
Coupon are good repeat purchase 
drivers. 

Continuity programs have gained 
this reputation because of their promo 
objectives that are focused on repeat 
usage and patronage (rather than be- 
cause of their actual delivery on the 
sustained repeat purchase objective.) 

We are quick to make this qualifica- 
tion because Robert Blattberg (the Kel- 
logg School professor who has special 
ized in studying sales promos) and his 
research shows that practically any one 
specific promo activity can perform or 
can be made to perform most, if not all 
of the 16 target responses of sales pro- 
motion. (See our past two columns dat- 
ed June 30 and July 6. These are 
archived in www.ing7.net or use search 
engines like Google.com, keyword: 
MarketingRx.) 


Tepeat purchase 


Price-off promos 

Even the much-discredited discount 
or price-off can drive repeat purchase. 
If you consider the second purchase as 
already repeat purchase, then that's 
easy for discount to trigger. 

OF course, most experienced mar- 
keters look at the second purchase as 
not a true repeat purchase but as a 
meré “retrial” purchase. Similarly with 
the third purchase; that’s a “re-retrial” 
purchase. 

We're told that on the second pur- 
chase, the consumer is just curious if 
what she bought in the first trial pur- 
chase will stay the same in quality in 
that second purchase. If it does, then in 
the third (still promo induced) pur- 
chase, the consumer wants a final 
check and validation. It is only on the 
fourth purchase (ie., third “repeat” 
purchase) that the consumer becomes

Melatonin 
may also be helpful in various other 
sleep disorders. 

Melatonin secretion decreases as we 
get older.

Health experts are also now serious- 
ly studying the possibility of mela- 
tonin's potential benefit in extending 
the lifespan. In test-tube and animal ex- 
periments, researchers have found that 
melatonin protects cells, strengthens 
the immune system, slows the growth 
of some tumors, and protects the heart 
and blood vessels.

The "competition" has become so fierce 
that not a few men now regularly work out 
and get facials in their attempts to get no- 
ticed.

So if there's one 
thing Tadiar draws the line at, it’s featuring 
skirts (except perhaps the Scottish kilt) for 
men. 

"Even if I were editing а gay magazine, Га 
never promote skirts for men," he says.

"Three years from now, you wont find а 
long queue of liaison officers at the NTC of- 
fice. They can apply and be issued permits on- 
line, They can pay online for the fees. Exami. 
nations for radio operators can be done on: 
line. The entire frequency spectrum is for all 
tosee online, you can see at a glance what fre 
quencies are still available.” 

‘The NTC reorganization bill, when passed 
into law, will make NTC stronger “structural- 
ly functionally and financially,” according to 
Solis. A key feature of this law is to make NTC 
Commissioners work under a fixed term of 
seven years. The bill also allows for the agen 
cy to have fiscal autonomy, with at least 30 
percent of NTC yearly revenue allotted to 
NTC funds to finance modernization projects, 
equipment, and to send its people abroad for 
training. 

"We need these changes. We receive criti 
cisms for not being able to monitor the 
telecommunications companies, but how 
could we do that when we do not even have 
the rudimentary monitoring equipment be 
cause we do not have the money to buy 
them,” said Solis. 


Giving back good graces 

These days, Solis is busy preparing for 
NTC's 27th anniversary celebrations. He al. 
ready finished a report about NTC's accom- 
plishments and plans that he will present be- 
fore the heads of broadcast and telecommuni- 
cations companies and other allied enterpris- 
es ina CEO Forum. 

Solis, who had spent 17 years in private law 
practice before becoming NTC Commissioner 
(his last stint was in the partnership Solis and 
Medina), finds working in government as a 
means to contribute something back to the so- 
ciety and also a learning experience. 

“There comes a point in time in the life of a 
person, especially to us who are graduates of 
UB to have this nagging feeling that you owe 
something to the country or to the Filipinos 
To me, this is payback time, giving back to 
them the good graces Ihave received.” 

Solis was once a litigator, handling civil, 
criminal and corporate cases. He has a work 
habit of staying long hours in the office, but 
eventually a government job made him cut 
his work hours. Just the same, it was a culture 
shock for him to see NTC offices barely with 
outa living person at 5 in the afternoon. 

“This is my first foray into government ser: 
vice," said Solis. "Being part of government, it 
gives you a well-rounded personality. In ev- 
erything that I did before, I wanted to see im. 
mediate results. That's your tendency as а 
practicing lawyer. But now being in govern 
ment, I realized that there are really a lot of 
factors that we have to take into account, be- 
fore we can even make a decision. These 
things you cannot just dismiss with just a 
wave of the hand. I have now become a more 
patient person.”

Drastic drop in call rates 

The NTC decision was proven right; there 
was indeed a market for unlimited texting 
alone and a big one at that.

Smart, which eventually 
withdrew its petition to stop Sun's promo, 
and Globe Telecom joined the bandwagon 
and started coming out with their own ver- 
sions of the unlimited texting promo. 

Solis also credits the agency for the drastic 
drop in rates of calls abroad with the ruling 
NTC came out regarding VoIP a technology al- 
lowing for voice calls to run on the cheaper 
structure of the Internet. NTC clarified that 
VoIP is a value-added service and thus can be 
offered not only by the telephone companies 
but by other enterprises such as Internet ser- 
‘vice providers 

"Even before we issued the circular saying 


“VoIP is a value-added service, Bayantel first. 


came out with the announcement offering 
calls abroad for 8 cents а minute. Now every- 
body's dropping their rates.” 

Solis was appointed by President Gloria 
Macapagal-Arroyo in January 2004. Since his 
Appointment as МТС Commissioner, the agen- 
“cy has produced а number of circulars defin- 
ing and clarifying the guidelines that con- 
‘cerned industries should abide by. 

"We're very transparent. We explain to the 
public what we do. Every memorandum cir- 
cular that we issue, it goes through a process 
of consultations. As we go along the consulta- 
tions, we make pronouncements, we come 
out with explanatory notes and memoran- 
dums, so the public is being made aware why 


‚ we're coming out with these guidelines."

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Solis said the team composition of the Oplan Cellphone 
operatives include NTC and PNP personnel, who act ac- 
cording to the rules under the memorandum of agree- 
ment between the NTC and the PNP “To ensure trans- 
parency of the operation, the confiscated cell phones are 
put in transparent plastic bags, are properly documented, 
and are turned over to a custodian,” said Solis. 

NTC regional director Delilah Deles, who was among 
those who formed Oplan Cellphone, said owners of stores 
selling cell phones found violating the NTC memorandum 
on the purchase and sale of mobile phones are imposed 
stiff penalties. А P5,000 penalty will be imposed on a cell 
phone store who acquires its phones from an illegal 
source; а P5,000 penalty on a store found selling phones 
without NTC acceptance labels or stickers; and a P5,000 
fine on a store operating without a valid NTC permit. The 
P5,000 is charged per unit of cell phone confiscated or a 
violation 

Deles said since the NTC and the PNP started its Oplan 
Cellphone early this year, the PNP has reported a decrease 
in crimes related to cell phones. Deles said Oplan Cell- 
phone has lined up a number of establishments to visit 
these coming months. 


TO DATE, six joint operations with the PNP 
have been conducted, resulting in the. 
apprehension of 87 business establishments 
and 310 cell phones confiscated.

Introduction 

The National Telecommunications 
Commission is the government agency 
created under Executive Order No. 546 
promulgated on July 23, 1979, and 
conferred with regulatory and quasi- 
Judicial functions taken over from the 
Board of Communications and the 
Telecommunications Control Bureau 
which were abolished in the same Or- 
der. 

Primarily, the NTC is the sole body 
that exercises jurisdiction over the su- 
pervision, adjudication and control 
over all telecommunications services 
throughout the country. For the effec- 
tive enforcement of this responsibility it 
adopts and promulgates such guide- 
lines, rules, and regulations relative to 
the establishment operation and main- 
tenance of various telecommunications 
facilities and services nationwide.

Ina bid to combat the spread of criminal activities relat- 
ed to cell phones, the NTC with the Philippine National 
Police have conducted six successful operations against 
business establishments selling and servicing cell phones. 
without the benefit of legal permits from the NTC or аге 
engaged in selling stolen cell phones. 

The operations, tagged "Oplan Cellphone," a joint ac- 
tivity between the NTC and the PNR have resulted in the 
apprehension of 87 cell phone business establishments in 
MarketIMarket!, Metropolis Mall, Riverbanks Mall, 
Morayta Mall, and Robinsons Manila. 

NTC Commissioner Ronald Solis said a total of 310 cell 
phones ranging from the high-end, second hand, to recon- 
ditioned have been confiscated and administrative cases 
were filed by the NTC against the owners of the appre- 
hended stores. 

Solis said the action of the NTC and the PNP has result- 
ed in the registration and licensing of 560 stall owners en- 
gaged in selling and servicing cell phones, which translat- 
ed into a P1.9-million revenue for the NTC.

VoIP 

Have you ever wondered why the cost of 
calls abroad went down drastically in the past 
two years? Well, thanks to the introduction of 
the VoIP technology that allowed for voice 
calls to be carried over the cheaper network of 
the Internet. 

Short for Voice over Internet Protocol, the 
‘VoIP employs both hardware and software. It 
enables people to use the Internet as the b, З) 
transmission medium for telephone calls by а Е ₪ "TAM %% x 
sending voice data in packets using IP rather : 
than by traditional circuit transmissions of 
the PSTN or public switched telephone net- 
work. PSTN is the concentration of the 
world’s public circuit-switched telephone net- 
works. 

The advantage of this technology is that 
telephone calls over the Internet do not incur 
a surcharge beyond what the user is paying 
for the Internet access, much in the same way 
that the user doesn't pay for sending individu- 
al e-mails or chatting over the Internet. VoiP is 
also known as Internet telephony, IP telepho- 
ny, or Voice over the Internet (VOI). 

In the Philippines, the NTC has declared. 
VoIP as a value-added service and both Inter- 
net Service Providers (ISPs) and telecommu- 
nications companies offer the service. 

Digital radio 

The NTC has already come out with a draft 
circular pertaining to the rules and regulations 
of digital radio broadcast in the Philippines. 
The circular calls for the adoption of the Њо 
technology, which is used in the United States, 
for digital radio broadcast here. 

If you're using Yahoo messenger and you 
click on the radio icon, you start hearing a ra- 
dio broadcast from the States via the Internet. 
This is digital radio, which is also known as 
digital audio broadcasting (DAB). 

Digital radio is audio broadcasting, in 
which the analog audio is converted into a 
digital signal and transmitted on an assigned 
channel in the AM or more usually FM fre- 
‘quency range.
